For 30 years he was the great 
executioner in the service of toe king of 
Ashanti. The office he held made him 
the most notable person in the coun- 
try, after the king. If has always been 
a very high office indeed in Ashanti, 
and the great executioner was, says the 
New York SUB, an inmate of the king's 
own household.

person shudder to think of the number 
of hum a a heads this worthy has lopped 
oft during his business career; but hii 
himself, probably views his record with 
pride, as convincing proof of efficiency 
and faithful attention to official 
du' 


ties. He did not keep tab on his vic- 
tims end does not know exactly 5ioV 
many persons he has slaughtered, duf 
ing his 30 years of hard work in the S&-

When the Knpli^h expedition w^s 


approaching Kumassi, early last year, 
the great executioner disappeared 
Nobody knew better thnn this function- 
ary that one of the chief reasons for 
the British advance in hostile array 
was the failure of the king to put a stop 
to huimin sacrifices at his capital, as 
he had promised to do. The execution- 
er discreetly decided that Kumassi 
would be a very unhealthful place for 
him as soon aB the British entered it,and 
so he took to the woods. He was caught, 
however, a few'days after the larger part 
of the British rxpeditirm had started 
back to the coast -with the king in cus- 
tody. At last accounts he waastil! held 
a prisoner at the capital. 


The British had not been able to find 


the golden stool which had served the 
line of Ashanti kings as a throne. They

For 3D years the great executioner 


was the presiding genius in that hor- 
rible sacrificial grove of which Stanley 
gave so graphic a description.

and wthon Stan-JeJ-^as there the ground 
\vys covered with countless sKulls and 
s-keletons, 'while about 40 bodies, re- 
cently ''decapitated, uere lying among 
the trees. Mr. Bowc'ich described the 
grove in 1817, and V. Borat, who was 
long a prisoner in Kumassi. sa. d that he 
1 ad seen two or three hundred slavec 


slain on the same day. 
They were 


executed in the i.iost barbarous man- 
ner, and their bodies were dragged to 
the frroi e which has been the receptacle 
of the relics of aJl the butcheries the! 
have been going on too- so many years. It 
is estimated that at least 120,000 Iiave 
been sacrificial victims in 
Kumassi 


since Sy Tutu, the founder of the re- 
cent dynasty, established himself on 
the golden stool in the middle of the 
eighteenth century. 


The Sacred Grove is no more. British 


.soldiers put dynamite under the roots 
of the cottonwood trees, several hun- 
dreds in number, and blew them to 
pieces. When the soldiers arrived there 
last year they found under these trees, 
in a space of about four acres, thou- 
sands of bodies and skeletons awl 
gleaming white skulls. But the office 
at great executioner has now been 
abolished, and the people of Ashanti 
and 
the 
surrounding regions can 


breathe easier, for the appalling hu- 
man sacrifice* that gave Ashanti its 
evil nune are a thing of the past.

Good evidence Tlmt at Lout One 


Specie* Still Live*. 


In many of our public museums are 


gigiintio skeletons of the "mammoth,' 
or "mastodon," two species of elephant 
supposed to have disappeared from the 
earth long ago. Some scientists think 
this disappearance was many 
thou- 


sands of years ago, and till lately this 
has generally been accepted as fact. 
Again, the fact that these huge animals 
have been sometimes found in arctic 
regions, frozen in the ice, has been 
supposed to prove that at one time the 
earth enjoyed perpetual spring and that 
a. sudden change einne which left these 
semi-tropical animals in a frozen condi- 
tion where their bodies were preserved. 
It has been conjectured that this oc- 
curred at the time of the flood. The 
finding of some mammoth tusks bear- 
ing marks of human carving has caused 
some to consider this as an evidence of 
the antiquity of man farexceeriingthat 
assigned the race in the Bible. 


But iimong the many things which 


are coming, up to prove the truth of 
Bible history, and to set :u;ide theories, 
there seems to be good evidence that at 
least one species of the.-:c "extinct" ani- 
mals still survives. The Portland (Me.) 
Prass of November L'S publishes a long 
conversation with Col. (.'. I'. Fowler, late 
of the Alaskan Fur aud Commercial 
company, in whic-h he ^ivcs very clear 
evidence that in the. interior of Alaska 
many mastodons still survive. lie first 
discovered among SIHIH- "1'os.si!" ivory 
coilecU'd lnr the natn es 1 vvo UK-ks which 
showed evidence of being recently taken 
from the animal which carried them. 
On questioning the native who sold it to 
him lie was surprised to receive a. full 
description oi r.n immense beast which 
had been killed by the natives, a de- 
scription fully identifying the animal 


wit!) 
the mastodon. 


Col. 
Fowler quotes Gov. Swinefonl. of 


Alaska, as having also investigated this 
matter and as l>eiiig satisfied that, on 
the high plateaus of that country large 
herds of mastodons still roam unmo- 
lested by the natives, \vlio fear them 
greatly. The Alaska ?sews also odmiis 
that the evidence of their existence is 
too strong to be denied. 


The mastodon and mammoth were 


not, 
as is commonly supposed. sem> 


trnpifa! animals, but were furnished — 
as the elephant is not,—with a warm 
coat of hair, and were evidently de- 
sigued for the cold climate which no\v 
exists where their remains ore oftefi 
found. Therefore, not only are we re- 
lieved from the necessity of believing 
that the human race antedates 
Hu- 


mble history of the creation, but ivc 
are not obliged to assume a great an<l 
sudden change in the earth's tempera- 
ture, at the time of the flood, or at any 
other time.—Outlook.

wrapping paper and made a quick rush 
for the doer. He'locked tbe dcor and 
then told come men to watch the store 
while he called the police. He hurried 
away after tbe officers and the patrol 
wagon, certain that It would be n com- 
paratively easy matter to capture the 
burglar or burglars. 


The store was guarded front and back 


and the officers entered with drawn re 
volvers resolved to capture the inmates II 
it was necessary to shed blood. All of 
tbe officers with Mr. Oashard went up 
tbe stairway together, fully expecting to 
make a great and sensational arrest, bui 
the 
Intruders bad fled. A thorough
